In the carly days of Civil Aviation 
everybody thought of Nying with what

heard of thy terrible casualties in.nir 
fighting.

whilst there has been a great im- 
vrovement in this respect I regret 
that the iden js still more prevalent 
than [t ought to be. G 

In August 1010,.the first Dri 
commercial acroplane flew fron 
Hounslow, to Paria. The ncroplanes 
used then were modified war planca— 
and not too modified at that. They 
were uncomfortable, oily, smelly con- 
traptions, such os would please the 
sporting youth of to-day, and did 
please many of the more adventurous: 
then. The few passengers who did 
go to Paris this way were wedged in 
two together, where one abserver 
had been used to sit or stand. If 
these two'adventurous spirits had only 
te interlace their knees together, 
they were lucky, because ‘ns often as 
ngt, a suitcase or two was farced in 
beside, them’ somchow or other.

Forced Landing 
These forced landings led to many 
amusing situations although at the 
time they were not so funny. For 
instance, when the unfortunnte pas- 
sengers were dumped into the middle 
of some lonely spot in France on a 
dull November afternoon, and had to 
trundle ankie-deep through plough ¢ 
to the nearest: village, thiek ur 
making things more unpleasant, you

Still 
further, to inerense the speed, we 
are intending to supply more hours 
in the day. At present, we fly be- 
tween 8 and, 12 hours a day, which 
allows pugsengers to sleep in bed, 
either. at.one of our rest houses or 
in a hotel.
